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Increase Of $5 Is 


Tax Rate Forecast 


it’s tax rate estimating time 
once again and the preliminary 
indications, from initial budget 
and town meeting article 
presentations is for a $5 in- 
crease. 

This, local officials point out, 
is the first estimate and based 
purely on the initial budget 
presentations. 

Of the increase, $2 is in the 
area of general government and 
$3 in the school department. 
The school committee has 
already pared $79,100 from its 
budget, and the selectmen are 
expected to begin wielding a 
sharp knife on the town budgets 
as the weeks wind on ‘toward 
town meeting. 

Finally the Finance Com- 
mittee will get its opportunity 
to scrutinize the town’s project 
financial needs for fiscal year 
1976 before town meeting ac- 


tually decides on the new tax. 


rate in March. 

Figures presented by Town 
Manager J. Maynard Austin 
this week indicate his operating 
budget for town departments 
shows an increase of $700,821. 
The budget for fiscal 1976 has 
been presented at $7,810,291, as 
compared to $7,109,470.43 ap- 
proved for fiscal year ending 
‘July 1975. 

The increase includes 
provisions of new salary con- 
tracts, as well as normal wage 
and salary considerations for 
town personnel and approved in 
contracts of past years. 

it also includes the normal 
purchase of new equipment to 
replace old, such as motor 
vehicles, as well as other built 
in costs from prior years. 


Estimated receipts will con- 
tribute heavily toward reducing 
the actual town operating costs

Victim 

A four-year-old North Main 
street youngster, apparently 
attempting to retrieve a ball, 
fell through thin ice on the 
Shawsheen River Wednesday 
morning and drowned. 

Jeffrey Rourke, 180 North 
Main St., Andover, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Arthur Rourke was 
found in the river by search 
teams about an hour after 
police were notified of the acci- 
dent at 11 a.m. Wednesday. 

Andover police reported that 
the youngster was apparently 
attempting to get a ball which 
had rolled out on the ice. The 
ball was nearby. 

The youngster fell through 
the ice off Stevens street in an 
area between the Stevens street 
bridge and the dam. 

Police received the call about 
11 a.m. and summoned the fire 
department for assistance. Also 
called but were not needed 
were diving teams from the 
state police at Logan Airport, 
area scuba diving squads and 
volunteer assistance from 
Raytheon in West Andover. 

The body was recovered 
shortly after noon.

Another pius for tax rate con- 
sideration in the year ahead 
will be the certified free cash 
which is the highest in the 
town’s history. 

For financial planning the 
town has available $2,041 ,709.40 
in free cash this year. 

Town Manager Austin is 
recommending use of $1,200,000 
of this to reduce the tax rate 
impact. 

The selectmen and finance 
committee will have to discuss 
this figure prior to town 
meeting and either agree with 
the manager’s recommenda- 
tion or alter it. Austin states 
that his theory is that some of 
the free cash snould be held in 
reserve in order to provide for 
the year ahead. Use of an abun- 
dance of the free cash account 
leaves the town with a smaller 
base with which to plan for the 
1977 fiscal year. 

The estimated receipts from 
such areas as free cash, motor 
excise, license fees, etc., totals 
$2,028,000 at this point, an in- 
crease of $931,000 over a year 
ago. 

Estimated state receipts are 
also increased by $162,546. 

The actual town budget, as 
proposed at the monent, and in- 
cluding the consideration of 
receipts, is set at $5,948,770, and 
increase in municipal costs of 
$641 ,417. 

As for school costs, taking. 
into consideration the receipts 
applied to school items, the

The town’s valuation in- 
creased at a lesser amount than 
in previous years, according to 
present estimates, with $6,287,- 
000 being added in the past 
year. 

This gives the town a total es- 
timated value of $238,000,000. 

Using these figures to for- 
mulate the possible tax rate, it 
shows that municipal costs will 
be $25 per thousand, and in- 
crease of $2 over a year ago. 

in the school department, the 
increased budget reflects a $3 
tax rate hike, to $33 per thou- 
sand of valuation. 

This would result in a $58 tax 
rate for the town in fiscal 1976, 
and provides local officials with 
sufficient work to move toward 
a reduction before town 
meeting in March.

Tsongas Cites 
Ill Effects 
Of Proposals 


_ Fifth District Congressman 
Paul Tsongas (D-Lowell) has 
said the proposals made in Presi- 
dent Ford’s State of the Union 
Address would’ have effects for 
New England residents and 
businesses. 


“The imposition of an import 
fee on crude oil will have the 
severest impact on areas most 
dependent upon fuel oils,” 
Tsongas Said. ‘The cost of living 
and the cost of operating a 
business will increase dispropor- 
. tionately to other parts of the 
" country.” 

. The Lowell Democrat said the 
initial tax cut proposed by the 
President ‘‘will just be a drop in 
the bucket compared to in- 
creased inflation and worsening 
recession”’ triggered by energy 
taxes.”’ 

“The Fifth District simply 
can't afford the President's 
proposals,’ Tsongas stated. He 
also criticizzed provisions of the 
tax cut plan. ‘‘The idea of 
providing a $1000 rebate to 
someone who has made a million 
dollars or more, while giving a 
minimal rebate to those at an 
$8000 income level is.clearly in- 
equitable and regressive.” 

_ Tsongas said Ford’s long-range 
energy goals were to be applaud- 
ed, but warned against the com- 
plete abandonment of en- 
vironmental standards. 

The freshman Congressman 
said it was up to the new 
Congress to correct inequities 
and called for that perocess to 
begin immediately. He said he 
was confident that the 
Democratic party ‘‘will for- 
mulate tax and energy proposals 
that better reflect national 
priorities while aiding those 
hardest hit by our economic dif- 
ficulties.”

To the Editor of the 
TOWNSMAN: 

The Recreation / Community 
Schools Department would like 
to take this opportunity to res- 
pond to the open letter of January 
16, 1975, addressed to the depart- 
ment. The letter questioned the 
fairness of our registration 
procedure. it has been the 
department’s aim to provide the 
most equitable and efficient 
system for the largest possible 
number of Andover residents. We 
believe we have such a system. 

The registration procedure in- 
volves 1500 plus people who wish 
to participate in Recreation / 
Community Schools classes. 
Four schools are used to localize 
registration and decrease the 
long waiting lines. At each school 
watches are synchronized and 
doors opened at exactly the same 
time. One of the first things the 
helper will do when a registrant 
reaches the desk is to put the 
time on top of the sheet. This is 
not a rounded figure to the 
nearest 5 minutes, but as exact 
as possible to the minute. 

When the first night’s registra- 
tion is compiled, the next day, 
registration forms are pulled out 
for any class whose number has 
gone over its maximum (deter- 
mined by department with each 
instructor.) The forms are then 
placed in order of times and all 
non-resident forms are im- 
mediately withdrawn. Those 
whose times fall last are notified 
immediately so that they may 
choose another class before 
others fill up the second night. 
Non-residents may do the same 
but continue to take the chance of 
being eliminated as classes fill. 
This process continues until 
classes begin. 

The ‘‘class’’ in question was, in 
fact, two yoga classes at 6:30 and 
7:30, each with a maximum of 25 
people. The 7:30 class closed at 
7:44 p.m. while a small number

of places remained opened in the 
6:30 class. These places were 
quickly filled by those next in line 
who chose to switch to the earlier 
hour.

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Editorial Comment 


The Budget 


In a period when forecasts of gloom are everyday oc- 
currences, we can observe the preliminary town budget 
figures in a perspective which could be somewhat 
heartening. 

With costs rising in almost every sector of the 
economy, the town’s initial economic forecast for the 
next fiscal year does not seem too bad. 

An increase of slightly over two million dollars, as in- 
dicated in the town manager’s budget submission to the 
selectmen and finance committee last week, just about 
includes the already built-in costs and escalation of 
same for services anticipated in the next fiscal year. 

Now, it becomes the responsibility of the selectmen, 
school committee and finance committee and the 
manager to begin the fat trimming, if any. 

The school board in recent weeks has already in- 
dicated its willingness to keep the town’s taxpayers in 
mind, by making significant cuts in its initial budget 
presentation. 

The selectmen will be doing the same thing as the 
weeks progress toward town meeting time, and ul- 
timately the FinCom will dig its teeth into the budgets. 

With the town’s municipal family bearing a distinct 
similarity to those who made up the budget presen- 
tations a year ago, we can safely expect that the final 
document presented to the voters at town meeting will 
be a proper evaluation of the town’s needs for the com- 
ing year. 

A year ago such evaluation resulted in a tax rate 
decrease of a dollar per thousand of valuation. 

it is not unrealistic to assume that some economic 
alertness on the part of local officials in the weeks 
ahead, could well result in obtaining such an equally 
commendable goal this year, understanding, of course, 
that a moderate increase may be necessary. 


A Final Reminder 


Not too many months ago therewas a rather loud out- 
cry by either a very small but vocal group, or a sampl- 
ing of the community expressing concern for education 
in this community. 

While this was going on, a group of five, namely the 
selectmen, were, in a business-like fashion and over- 
seen largely by press representatives alone, going about 
the business of directing policy and a multi-million 
dollar corporation known as Andover. ; 

Now, several months later, the annual town election 
approaches, with what now appears to have been the 
vocal minority allowing their most valuable tool, the 
ballot, slip by without attention. 

The hue and cry of the spring for action with regard to 
school matters seems to have dimmed to an attitude of 
allowing someone else to devote time and attention to 
the things that interest them specifically. 


With but a few days remaining, there is a dearth of 
candidates for town offices. Strange, in a year when 
vacancies exist and there is no requirement to run head 
to head against an incumbent. 


Such lack of activity gives every indication that no 
one really cares what’s happening in Andover, unless it 
happens to particularly involve particular, singular, 
self-interest causes. 

There still is time, however, to display community in- 
terest by obtaining and filing nomination papers for the 
March election by Monday at 5 p.m.

700 to 800 miles at 13 cents a 
mile, and that one 1712-mile- 
loop of the school system every 
day would amount only to 400 or 
so miles a month. 

“That’s a lot for out of town 
travel,’’ he said.
